immediately painted (red in case of 
males, yeliow if females), and the 
head drawn dovii between the knees 
and firmly bound in that position. 
Next the corpse is carried to a - corn, 
ner of the room where it is allowed 
to remain uutil the first night of tlie 
new moon, no odds if that date 
be a full four weeks from the day of 
death. As soon as the new moon is 
seen in the west the corpse is remov 
cd from the corner with much cere- 
mony ana susiiendcd in a rawhide 
from a “corpse hook" in the ceiling. 
After hanging thus suspended for 
seven days and nights the remains 
are taken down and sent to the 
“corpse cutter,” a sort of govern- 
mental undertaker. This important 
individual ties the liody to a ]>ost 
and removes the ilecaying flesh, 
which is fed to the. countless swarm .s 
of wolves aud wild dogs which infest 
that portion of the Urient. 

After the llesb has been carefully 
removed tbc bones are macerated in 
lime water and then pounded into n 
jelly in a morter specially kept for 
that purpose. This horrid mass is 
then mixed up with bits of refuse 
meet, grain, flour, vegetables and 
fed to the dogs, hogs and vultures. 
In case th« subject has lived past a 
certain limit (this standard varies 
among the defferent tribes), the

Where the procession arrived, the 
oomlemed men were tumble<l out and 
r..ado to kneol with there bucks to the 
mandarins.

The first head fell clean 
cut. When the heads of the seven 
men were cut off the vast crowd gave 
a shout. 'I'he people clapped their 
hands and departed. 

The heads were hung in a promi- 
nent place in the city as a warning.

A(-(-or(ling to lignres from the j’en- 
sion ()(lli-p, *0 lliid tliat the number 
of iK-nsioncrs is gradually ilcc-rcasiiig 
and ftdl from 1,111.791 in 1891 to 
987,8-1.') in 1895. 

'rbo ofllcinl cstiinalo is that in 1900 
there will be 851, -Dll, ami five }cars 
later 70 1 413 pensioners. It is es- 
timated that llie appropniitiou f- r 
pensions in 1905 will be $11 000,000 
less than llio present year. The ap 
propriation for ibis year ia 1151,- 
681,070. This would make the cf- 
timat ’d nppropiialioD for 1905atioiit 
$110,000,000. The amount already 
appropriated for Jpt-nsioiis since tbe 
Iwar, including this year, is #1.808,- 
8857;28. 

At tbo t-slimalcd average of year- 
ly expenditure of #125,000,000 for 
the next ten years there will bo add- 
tolbosuiiiof pension expenditure, 
$1,120,000,000 Tliis will make 
about #3,120,000,000 to be paid out 
for pensions within the forty years 
succeeding tlie civil war. To IbU 
then may lie added not less than 
11,000,000,000 mbre before all tlie 
pensioners liave passed away. It 
may be sale to estiinalu that tlic pen 
skins paid out by tlie govcrnneit ou
